clonic storms include the areas 
of 
low 
barometric 
pressure 
charted 
daily on th** weather map, the de­ 
structive hurricanes and typhoons of 
the tropic! 
storms all have the 
sam** 
general 
structure, though they differ in area 
and strength. The air flows spirally 
inward on all sides toward the cen­ 
ter of low' pressure, where it 
as­ 
cends. 
This ascending air. at high 
elevations, 
spreads 
outward 
and 
mixes with the higher upper cur­ 
rents of the atmosphere.

air currents move inward at the sur­ 
fa c e of the earth they become more 
and m o r e crowded together and are

Tins South Am erican Giant Is the 
gest Bug In the World. 
To the Hercules beetle, a giant among 
Insects, which is found in certain por­ 
tions of Central and South America as 
well as in the islaud of Dominica, one 
of the British West Indies, belongs the 
distinction of being the biggest bug in 
the world. Iu appearance this creature 
Is 
anything 
but 
prepossessing 
and 
looks as if it belonged with pink 
snakes, purple spiders aud other crea­ 
tures of the imagination. 
It is a common trait of tourists and 
travelers to make little of anything 
seem in foreign lands, especially iii the 
little West Indian islands, and to de­ 
ciare thr.t similar things of vastly 
greater size or better quality occur in 
“God’s 
country.” 
When 
they 
run 
across the Hercules beetle, however, 
they are obliged to acknowledge them­ 
selves beaten. 
Although so formidable in appear­ 
ance, this insect is perfectly harmless. 
It lives in the heavy forests and feeds 
en the sweetish sap or gum of native 
trees. 
The larva, or gr ub. is about 
four Inches long and as thick as a 
man’s thumb and looks like a huge 
white maggot. It is considered a deli­ 
cacy by the native negroes and caribs. 
who roast it in hot ashes and say that 
it tastes like roasted nuts. 
Clumsy In appearance, the Hercules 
beetle possesses great powers of flight, 
and in the outlying villages It is not 
uncommon for one of these huge crea­ 
tures to enter the native houses, tieing 
attracted thereto by the lights. The in­ 
variable result is a prompt extinguish­ 
ing of the candle by the wind created 
by the beetle’s buzzing wings, accom- i Passed balls 
ponied by screams from the inmates I pitched ball 
of the house, who imagine a jumble, or 
evil spirt, has Invaded their dwelling. 
A popular belief among the natives 
is that the Hercules beetle saws off 1 
limbs of trees by grasping them be­ 
tween the two hornlike appendages 
and flying round and round. This is a 
manifest impossibility, as the insect 
bas but little power in the horns, and. 
moreover, the upper one Is lined with 
a soft, velvety hair. which would be 
nibbed off at oncfc by any friction.

One morning one summer, when I 
was spending a few days at a farm­ 
house in eastern Ohio, the good house­ 
wife showed that she was troubled. 
Naturally I inquired the cause. 
“Oh,” 
she said, ‘‘I’m afraid something dread­ 
ful will happen. This morning I put n 
batch of bread into the oven, and all 
the loaves except one cracked across 
the top.” 
“ What if they did?” I replied iu 
tones of curiosity. 
“Don’t you know,” she said, with an 
air of surprise, 
“that when bread 
cracks across tile top it means misfor­ 
tune to some one in the family? 
I 
would not have had it happen for tho 
world.” 
As I left a few days after this mis­ 
hap to the bread I never learned 
whether the sign was a true omen or 
not. 
However, the housewife had con­ 
tributed to my stock of information 
and had given me an item of folklpre 
that led to further investigation. 
One of my German friends tells me 
that in many parts of his native coun­ 
try the housewife still believes that 
cracks on the top of the loaf of bread 
indicate the death of some one in the 
household or perhaps misfortune to a 
dear friend, while cracks cm the lower 
side of the bread are taken to indicate 
a birth. 
As many of us know, bakers in many 
places mark the sign of a cross upon 
the dough before placing it in the oven. 
The reasou for making this sign be- 
, comes plain when we know the origin 
of the custom. 
Almost all our super­ 
stitious about bread date back to old 
pagan days, though they have beeu 
greatly modified so as to conform to 
Christian beliefs. 
With the ancient 
Romans the baking of bread and cakes 
was often invested with a religious 
significance, especially the cakes offer­ 
ed to the gods aud goddesses. 
These 
cakes were prepared in a particular 
way, and after being marked with the 
symbol of the deity in whose honor 
they were offered they were supposed 
to possess supernatural virtues. 
The old domestic practice was modi­ 
fied when Christianity became trium­ 
phant, and in place of a pagan symbol 
the eafly Christian housewife not only 
used to make the sign of the cross 
when she began to knead the dough, 
but she marked that sign upon her loaf 
before placing It in the oven. 
Why? 
Simply because the sign of the cross 
is the recognized Christian protecting 
mark against the attacks of evil spirits, 
witches and the like; hence bread 
marked with the cross is supposed to 
be witchproof, will bake all right, not 
crack across the top, etc. 
Just as the Jews have passover cakes 
and other peoples have had specially 
Hrepared food for their religious fes­ 
tivals, so the Christians have cakes for 
certain seasons. 
Our hot cross buns 
on Good Friday are simply modern 
representatives of the cakes used at 
some old pagan festival. 
In truth, to study the superstitions 
about bread is to take a wide lesson in 
folklore. 
These superstitions relate to except~Saturdav 
the kneading trough, the oven, bakers 
and bread. For instance, in many parts 
of 
France the arche, or kneading 
trough, is more than a rude kitchen 
utensil. 
It is often a pretty bit of 
furniture. 
M. Sebillot, who collected 
many 
of the 
superstitions 
of 
the 
French folk relative to bread, quotes 
the story of a thief who entered the 
window of a house with intent to com­ 
mit burglary, but refused to step on 
the trough still containing the dough, 
believing that to do so would be an 
Impiety. 
A writer In an English magazine says 
that in Gottland the cross is still sign­ 
ed before the oven fire is lighted or 
the dough kneaded. 
This practice is 
very common in the country districts 
all over Europe. In Brittany the house­ 
wife makes the sign of the cross with 
the right hand while she places the left 
hand in the trough. After the dough is 
kneaded, the lid of the trough is shut, 
aud so is the door, for if the cat should 
enter the room the bread would not 
rise. 
Certain charms or invocations 
are used to cause the bread to multiply 
! itself. T hus the peasant housewife ad­ 
jures the dough to imitate the leaven, 
( the wheat the miller and to rise, fclie 
would be very angry lf any one should 
sing or whistle in the room while she 
is making the loaf. 
In some parts of Europe the bake 
oven is almost a sacred object. In cer- 
| tain places of Brittany, for example. It 
Is dedicated with ceremonies. 
The 
wood is sprinkled with blessed water. 
The proper heat is attested by tho 
melting of a bottle, and finally an, egg 
Is broken for luck. Besides, there are 
certain days on which bread must not 
be baked, aa on Holy Friday or during 
the night of All Saints, when the ghosts 
I would be sure to eat it. 
The loaf of bread itself Is connected 
i with a whole crowd of superstitions. 
According to an old English supersti- 
i tion, lf a loaf accidentally parts In the 
hand while an unmarried lady Is cut­ 
ting It this may be taken to Indicate 
t o a n d f r o m 
either that she will not be married dur- ------------------- 
Ing the next twelve months, or, what is 
worse, that there will be dissensions of 
some kind in the family. Some folks 
haws a fear of turning a loaf upside I 
down after cutting it. Of course it Is 
everywhere regarded as bad luck for a 
piece of bread to fall on the buttered 
side—New York Post.
